The final version won support 
of 56 Democrats and 16 Republi­ 
cans while 14 Republicans and 8 
Democrats voted against it. 
The bill had cleared the House 
221 to 172 on Aug. 19. 


Opponents and backers of the 
Senate and House bills have 
never agreed on specific costs 
of the multibill ion-dollar meas­ 
ures.

Farmers often wish that they 
public relations man working 
the nation’s cities. 
We can’t imagine anything worse. 
Farm problems aren’t too well understood 
by those unfamiliar with agriculture. That’s 
why farmers would welcome help from a public 
relations man. 
In our mind there is no one equal to the task 
but the farmer himself. A public relations 
man just couldn’t do justice to the cause. 
That’s why an experiment in Iowa is of interest. 
Rep. John C. Culver, Marion Democrat, invited 
three of his colleagues in the House to learn 
about the farm problem first hand. 
The experience—no ordinary junket to the 
farm belt—proved to be an eye opener. 
Rep. Thomas C. McGrath, Connecticut Demo­ 
crat, was flabbergasted by the absence of 
young farmers. “I didn’t meet one under 40,” 
he said. He was impressed by the huge capital 
investment in machinery and thinks that perhaps 
some form of tax benefit should be offered to 
encourage young men to go into farming. He 
said that every other business field has young 
men entering it to assure its continued existence. 
McGrath got up at 3 a.m. to watch a farmer 
feed his cattle and said that he would have a 
lasting impression of the farmer’s problems 
in raising corn, storing it in sufficient quantities 
and feeding it to cattle. 
The lack of young men on farms may not be 
a cause for alarm. It does take lots of money 
to go into farming these days. Perhaps some 
farm reared young men will go to the city, 
save enough money so that they can return to 
a farm in the future. 
But the three eastern congressmen, who visited 
Iowa, will never view the farm problem again 
with detachment. Their vote on farm bills will 
be based on at least limited familiarity with 
agricultural problems. This is good and the 
way they learned was by the best possible 
method. 
There should be more visits by people trying 
to learn how people in other sections of the 
country live. 
Farmers should visit cities and become aware 
of their problems. Northern people should visit 
the South and learn first hand about the racial 
situation. 
Most Americans know more about the problems 
in foreign countries than they do about those in 
their own country.

It’s good to know that Case will carry on as 
a West Coast scout for the Mets. His replace­ 
ment as manager, Wes Westrum, says that he 
will in effect continue as pilot because Westrum 
plans to consult him frequently and to respect 
his views about the conduct of the ball team. 
Hopefully Casey will return to New York 
with reasonable frequency to chat with reporters 
in his famous Stengelese. It probably would take 
a lifetime for the West Coast sports writers 
to learn how to interpret this strange language 
so unlike regular California prose. Even if 
they did report his words accurately the language 
'barriers involved in coast-to-coast transmis­ 
sion are formidable. The unhappy result prob­ 
ably would be a garbled news report in which 
Old Case’s pearls of wisdom would be un­ 
intelligible, or even worse, flagrantly mis­ 
quoted. 
To a baseball fan who has never seen Old 
Case in action the inability to confer with a 
pitcher on the field might not seem a sufficient 
reason for a manager to toss in the sponge.

NEW YORK (AP) — One of

about the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation is that in its pe­ 
riodical listing of America’s 10 
most-wantec criminals it never 
includes a book thief. 
Certainly it is a fine thing to 
catch and bring to justice bank 
busters and kidnapers and fel­ 
lows who have ridden a stolen 
horse across state lines. 
But sometime when the FBI 
isn’t fully occupied in protecting 
our freedoms and our other 
properties, I wish it would catch 
a book thief. I don’t want the- 
FBI to bring the culprit to jus­ 
tice. I want the FBI to bring 
him to me, so I can first punch 
him in the nose and then give 
him a fair trial. 
Because of my job, lam sent 
a couple of hundred books a 
year by publishers. I also buy 
about 50 a year. 
Those I wish to keep I put in a 
bookcase near my desk. Rec­ 
ognizing, however, there is the 
requirement for the expression 
of larceny in every human 
heart, I put the rest of the books 
on top of the bookcase. 
ft is okay with me if those on 
top are browsed among, bor­ 
rowed or stolen. 
So what happens? 
The books I want to refer to 
are almost invariably stolen. 
But most of the books I put out 
to be stolen stay there and stay 
there and stay there. 
In my spare time I try to 
figure out what motivates book 
thieves ln.their choice., Here is 


If a book has a glossy cover 
and is priced above $5.95, it in­ 
variably disappears. The thief 
who takes it rather disappoints 
me, as I think he has greed in 
his heart rather than literary 
appetite. 
If a new book hasn’t made the 
best seller list the week I put it 
on top of the bookcase, it is un­ 
disturbed. If it makes the best 
seller list the following week, it 
will disappear immediately. 
Self-improvement books such 
as “ How to Make the Most of 
Your Life” just collect dust. But 
if it is entitled “ How to Win at 
the Races,” it is instantly sto­ 
len. 
Certain books appear to be 
thief-proof. These include any 
book about religion, most books 
about politicians, and all books 
about communism. 
A couple of books I put out as 
test examples also have re­ 
mained untaken. They are “ The 
New Testament in Moden Eng­ 
lish” and “ How to Read the 
Bible” by Edgar J. Goodspeed. 
Any book dealing with sex, of 
course, is stolen before my own 
fingerprints on it cool off. 
I have learned only one sure 
way to foil book thieves. If there 
is a volume I particularly cher­ 
ish and wish to keep for future 
reference, I throw away its dust 
jacket and cover it with the dust 
jacket of a book called “The 
ftitegrity of the Personality.” . 
Nobody will then come n firit 
rbut.m e. 


WASHINGTON — Since Arthur 
Schlesinger, in his book, has 
revealed President Kennedy’s 
impatience with the undynamic 
Dean Rusk as Secretary of State, 
it may be interesting to review 
the policies of the very dynamic 
John Foster Dulles as Sec­ 
retary of State. 
Unlike Rusk, who reports the 
pros and the cons to the Presi­ 
dent and lets him make the 
decisions, Dulles made the de­ 
cisions. President Eisenhower 
constantly 
deferred to him, 
treated 
him 
with respect, 
almost awe. 
The review is especially ap­ 
propriate at this time because 
two 
Dulles 
brain children, 
Cento and Seato, with the arm­ 
ing of Pakistan as a key policy, 
have led to a dangerous war 
which could spread to the rest 
of Asia. 
Looking over the most im­ 
portant of Mr. Dulle’s policies 
we find the following: 
Unleashing Chiang Kai-shek— 
This was a Republican battle 
cry against Truman even be­ 
fore Eisenhower was elected. 
The 
Democrats, 
Dulles 
claimed, would not let Chiang’s 
Nationalist army attack the 
Chinese mainland. 
Almost immediately after Ike 
entered the White House, Chiang 
was unleashed, and a few months 
later we had to order the U. S. 
Seventh Fleet back to put him 
back on the leash. It was not 
a matter of preventing him 
from attacking the mainland 
but rather to protect him from 
Red Chinese attack. 
Agonizing Reappraisal—This 
was a warning Dulles issued 
to France early in 1953—that 
we would have to reappraise 
our help to France. In contrast, 
France has been reappraising 
her 
position toward NATO, 
toward her gold in Fort Knox, 
and toward our business invest­ 
ments ever since. 
Aswan Dam — Dulles first 
promised aid to Egypt to build

this famous irrigation project 
on the Nile, then hastily with­ 
drew it. The withdrawal caused 
Nasser to seize the Suez Canal, 
an event which severed the life­ 
line of the British empire and 
changed the course of history. 
Suez Crisis—When the French 
and British supported Israel 
in retaking the Suez Canal, 
Dulles was actually in the hos­ 
pital. However, he is reported 
to have supported Eisenhower 
in pulling the rug out from 
under the French and British 
and forcing them to withdraw. 
The retreat seriously under­ 
mined the prestige of 
both 
countries and hastened the time 
when they had to relinquish 
their African colonies, some 
then not ready for self-gov­ 
ernment. 
This in turn changed the bal­ 
ance of power in the United 
Nations. 
Massive Retaliation — Early 
in the Eisenhower Adminis­ 
tration, 
Dulles decreed the 
policy of massive retaliation- 
dropping nuclear bombs—aim­ 
ing the warning 
especially 
against the Communist threat 
in Indochina. 
Ever since then the United 
States has followed just the 
opposite policy of limited wars, 
and limited landing of troops, 
as in Viet Nam, Lebanon and 
the Dominican Republic. The 
Communists were smart enough 
to realize that we were not 
going to risk setting the world 
on fire with massive retalia­ 
tion. Dulles’ idea was sheer 
bluff and the Communists knew 
it. 
Snubbing Khrushchev—Dulles 
decreed that Khrushchev, then 
angling for a trip to the United 
States, should not be permitted 
to come. Six weeks after Dulles 
died, Eisenhower invited him. 
The trip began a period of 
better understanding between 
the world’s two great nuclear 
powers, which ended only with 
Khrushchev’s ouster and our 


bombing of North Viet Nam. 
The Seato Pack—Which Dulles 
contrived, was knocked in the 
head when Pakistan refused to 
use its vast arsenal of weap­ 
ons to help us in Viet Nam. 
Its refusal was based on the 
fact that Red China was on the 
other side in Viet Nam, and 
Pakistan had formed a mili­ 
tary alliance with China, the 
very nation we thought we were 
containing by arming Pakistan. 
Thus the vast arsenal of weap­ 
ons poured into Pakistan went 
for nothing. 


That arsenal had been poured 
in despite repeated protests by 
the Indians who warned us, 
ten years ago, that these weap­ 
ons would be used not against 
China but against them. 
Note—The Indians were too 
polite to say much publicly— 
but they wondered quite a bit 
about that $200,000 diamond, 
ruby 
and emerald necklace 
which the president of Pakistan 
gave Jackie Kennedy. Ameri­ 
cans knew Jackie had nothing 
to do with the policy of sending 
arms to Pakistan, previously 
set by Dulles, but some Indians 
weren’t so sure; all of which 
proves how right the founding 
fathers were when they barred 
foreign gifts to Americans in 
high places. 


“I have every reason to hope,” 
he declared solemnly, “that this 
meeting will lead to a further 
deepening of the understandings 
between us.” 
Veteran interpreters of De 
Gaulle utterances took it to 
mean that the French president 
expected a clearer understand­ 
ing of French - German dif­ 
ferences to emerge but little 
success in solving them. 
Diplomacy, it’s wonderful. It 
lets you know exactly what it 
doesn’t mean.

Farmers often wish that they 
public relations man working 
the nation’s cities. 
We can’t imagine anything worse. 
Farm problems aren’t too well understood 
by those unfamiliar with agriculture. That’s 
why farmers would welcome help from a public 
relations man. 
In our mind there is no one equal to the task 
but the farmer himself. A public relations 
man just couldn’t do justice to the cause. 
That’s why an experiment in Iowa is of interest. 
Rep. John C. Culver, Marion Democrat, invited 
three of his colleagues in the House to learn 
about the farm problem first hand. 
The experience—no ordinary junket to the 
farm belt—proved to be an eye opener. 
Rep. Thomas C. McGrath, Connecticut Demo­ 
crat, was flabbergasted by the absence of 
young farmers. “ I didn’t meet one under 40,” 
he said. He was impressed by the huge capital 
investment in machinery and thinks that perhaps 
some form of tax benefit should be offered to 
encourage young men to go into farming. He 
*aid that every other business field has young 
men entering it to assure its continued existence. 
McGrath got up at 3 a.m. to watch a farmer 
feed his cattle and said that he would have a 
lasting impression of the farmer’s problems 
in raising corn, storing it in sufficient quantities 
and feeding it to cattle. 
The lack of young men on farms may not be 
a cause for alarm. It does take lots of money 
to go into farming these days. Perhaps some 
farm reared young men will go to the city, 
save enough money so that they can return to 
a farm in the future. 
But the three eastern congressmen, who visited 
Iowa, will never view the farm problem again 
with detachment. Their vote on farm bills will 
be based on at least limited familiarity with 
agricultural problems. This is good and the 
way they learned was by the best possible 
method. 
There should be more visits by people trying 
to learn how people in other sections of the 
country live. 
Farmers should visit cities and become aware 
of their problems. Northern people should visit 
the South and learn first hand about the racial 
situation. 
Most Americans know more about the problems 
in foreign countries than they do about those in 
their own country.

on top of the bookcase. 
ft is okay with me if those on 
top are browsed among, bor­ 
rowed or stolen. 
So what happens? 
The books I want to refer to 
are almost invariably stolen. 
But most of the books I put out 
to be stolen stay there and stay 
there and stay there. 
In my spare time I try to 
figure out what motivates book 
thieves in their choice. Here is

WASHINGTON — Since Arthur 
Schlesinger, in his book, has 
revealed President Kennedy’s 
impatience with the undynamic 
Dean Rusk as Secretary of State, 
it may be interesting to review 
the policies of the very dynamic 
John Foster Dulles as Sec­ 
retary of State. 
Unlike Rusk, who reports the 
pros and the cons to the Presi­ 
dent and lets him make the 
decisions, Dulles made the de­ 
cisions. President Eisenhower 
constantly 
deferred to 
him, 
treated 
him 
with respect, 
almost awe. 
The review is especially ap­ 
propriate at this time because 
two 
Dulles 
brain children, 
Cento and Seato, with the arm­ 
ing of Pakistan as a key policy, 
have led to a dangerous war 
which could spread to the rest 
of Asia. 
Looking over the most im­ 
portant of Mr. Dulle’s policies 
we find the following; 
Unleashing Chiang Kai-shek— 
This was a Republican battle 
cry against Truman even be­ 
fore Eisenhower was elected. 
The 
Democrats, 
Dulles 
claimed, would not let Chiang’s 
Nationalist army 
attack the 
Chinese mainland. 
Almost immediately after Ike 
entered the White House, Chiang 
was unleashed, and a few months 
later we had to order the U. S, 
Seventh Fleet back to put him 
back on the leash. It was not 
a matter of preventing him 
from attacking the mainland, 
but rather to protect him from 
Red Chinese attack. 
Agonizing Reappraisal—This 
was a warning Dulles issued 
to France early in 1953—that 
we would have to reappraise 
our help to France. In contrast, 
France has been reappraising 
her 
position toward NATO, 
toward her gold in Fort Knox, 
and toward our business invest­ 
ments ever since. 
Aswan Dam — Dulles first 
promised aid to Egypt to build

The retreat seriously under­ 
mined the prestige of

countries and hastened the time 
when they had to relinquish 
their African colonies, some 
then not ready for self-gov­ 
ernment.

Nations. 
Massive Retaliation — Early 
in the Eisenhower Adminis­ 
tration, 
Dulles decreed the 
policy of massive retaliation- 
dropping nuclear bombs—aim­ 
ing the warning 
especially 
against the Communist threat 
in Indochina. 
Ever since then the United 
States has followed just the 
opposite policy of limited wars, 
and limited landing of troops, 
as in Viet Nam, Lebanon and 
the Dominican Republic. The 
Communists were smart enough 
to realize that we were not 
going to risk setting the world 
on fire with massive retalia­ 
tion. Dulles’ idea was sheer 
bluff and the Communists knew 
it. 
Snubbing Khrushchev—Dulles 
decreed that Khrushchev, then 
angling for a trip to the United 
Stajtes, should not be permitted 
to come. Six weeks after Dulles 
died, Eisenhower invited him. 
The trip began a period of 
better understanding between 
the world's two great nuclear 
powers, which ended only with 
Khrushchev’s ouster and our 


bombing of North Viet Nam. 
The Seato Pack—Which Dulles 
contrived, was knocked in the 
head when Pakistan refused to 
use its vast arsenal of weap­ 
ons to help us in Viet Nam. 
Its refusal was based on the 
fact that Red China was on the 
other side in Viet Nam, and 
Pakistan had formed a mili­ 
tary alliance with China, the 
very nation we thought we were 
containing by arming Pakistan. 
Thus the vast arsenal of weap­ 
ons poured into Pakistan went 
for nothing. 


That arsenal had been poured 
in despite repeated protests by 
the Indians who warned us, 
ten years ago, that these weap­ 
ons would be used not against 
China but against them. 
Note—The Indians were too 
polite to say much publicly— 
but they wondered quite a bit 
about that $200,000 diamond, 
ruby 
and emerald necklace 
which the president of Pakistan 
gave Jackie Kennedy. Ameri­ 
cans knew Jackie had nothing 
to do with the policy of sending 
arms to Pakistan, previously 
set by Dulles, but some Indians 
weren’t so sure; all of which 
proves how right the founding 
fathers were when they barred 
foreign gifts to Americans in 
high places. 


“I have every reason to hope,” 
he declared solemnly, “that this 
meeting will lead to a further 
deepening of the understandings 
between us.” 
Veteran 
interpreters of De 
Gaulle utterances took it to 
mean that the French president 
expected a clearer understand­ 
ing of French - German dif­ 
ferences to emerge but little 
success in solving them. 
Diplomacy, it’s wonderful. It 
lets you know exactly what it 
doesn’t mean.

For many years the two chief 
Red

To counteract this immense 
radio campaign by our sworn 
enemies, we have the Voice 
of America, a much smaller 
and more limited undertaking 
which concentrates on broad­ 
casting behind the Iron Curtain. 
The Voice of America is the 
official name for these pro­ 
grams, 
but many thoughtful 
Americans have cause to won­ 
der if this Voice really does 
speak for America. 
Especially during the past two 
years, the Voice of America 
has stressed repeatedly in its 
news broadcasts the very worst 
troubles our country has ex­ 
perienced, while slurring over 
or omitting altogether the facts 
and values which make America 
great. Hours of radio time are 
devoted to our tragic racial 
strife. Voice of America com­ 
mentaries, 
Uke the Moscow 
broadcasts 
themselves, have 
criticized our 
government’s 
policy 
in Vietnam 
and the 
Dominican Republic. 
In the past, the Kremlin spent 
five times as much money as 
the Voice of America costs us 
to jam its broadcasts by static 
from 2500 transmitters. But 
now, all Russian jamming of the 
Voice of America has stopped. 
If its broadcasts are doing the 
cause of freedom any good and - 
communism any harm behind 
the Iron Curtain, the Kremlin • 
isn’t aware of it. HLH

Steel Rush 
To Cut 
Costs 


NEW YORK (AP) — The na­ 
tion's steel industry, faced with 
higher labor costs and pricing 
problems, 
is stepping up a 
vast modernization program. 
The outlay for new plants and 
equipment in this huge industry 
may top $2 billion in 1966 for the 
first time, observers say. Many 
believe that the 2.2 per cent 
wage increase won this month 
by the United Steelworkers Un­ 
ion may have broadened steel 
company modernization plans. 
The A merican Iron and Steel 
Institute estimates steel compa­ 
nies will spend a record $1.9 
billion this year on projects de­ 
signed to melt and roll steel 
more efficiently. Not since 1957 
has the industry spent compara­ 
ble sums on modernization. But 
with profits now at a seven-year 
peak and production at record 
levels, steel mills are showing 
a new face. 
Fast-working oxygen furnaces 
are replacing conventional open 
hearths. There are computer- 
run 
mills 
and 
streamlined 
shapes for the thousands of 
products that contain steel. 
Critics of the industry say the 
modernization 
program was 
long overdue — that it should 
have been launched on a vast 
scale in the years after World 
War II. Partly because of great­ 
er efficiency, the steel indus­ 
try's payroll costs per ton of 
steel 
shipped dropped from 
$65.50 in 1961 to $55.25 in the 


first six months of 1965. 
Higher steel prices has been a 
touchy prospect for the industry 
since 1962 when the late Presi­ 
dent John F. Kennedy rolled 
back steel price boosts in a bit­ 
ter government-industry battle. 
The same year, the industry put 
out $911 
million for capital 
projects, increased it to $1.04 
billion in 1963, then to an esti­ 


mated $1.6 billion in 1964. 
Competition 
from 
foreign 
steel, which made inroads dur­ 
ing the industry's costly 116-day 
strike in 1959, also has speeded 
the 
industry's modernization 
pace. 
Some steel plant projects are 
enormous. 
Bethlehem 
Steel 
Corp. claims its $400-million 
steel-rolling mill at Burns Har­ 


bor, Aid., is the world's largest 
private construction project In 
progress. 
Steel making advances include 
continuous casting of molten 
steel into semifinished shapes, 
a European process that does 
away with some costly steps in 
the 
traditional 
steel making 
process. 
New rolling mills to form 
semifinished steel into finished 
shapes are being built — some 
equipped with computers to con­ 
trol the processT Computers al­ 
ready are running two strip 
steel mills and a dozen more 
computer-controlled mills are 
being installed or built. 
Probably the biggest advance 
has been the installation ofoxy- 
gen furnaces, which melt raw 
steel faster and cheaper than 
the traditional open hearth fur­ 
naces. Steel producers already 
have put in 26 million tons of 
oxygen furnace capacity. 
What impact modernization 
will have on the number of 
workers employed by the steel 
mills is a question steel execu­ 
tives are hesitant to tackle. 
They say that because of the 
record demand for steel, the 
industry's 
payroll has been 
climbing. In July it stood at 
613,000 
workers, compared 
with 554,000 five years before.

Steel Rush 
To Cut 
Costs 


NEW YORK (AP) — The na­ 
tion's steel industry, faced with 
higher labor costs and pricing 
problems, 
is stepping up a 
vast modernization program. 
The outlay for new plants and 
equipment in this huge industry 
may top $2 billion in 1966 for the 
first time, observers say. Many 
believe that the 2.2 per cent 
wage increase won this month 
by the United Steelworkers Un­ 
ion may have broadened steel 
company modernization plans. 
The American Iron and Steel 
Institute estimates steel compa­ 
nies will spend a record $1,9 
billion this year on projects de­ 
signed to melt and roll steel 
more efficiently. Not since 1957 
has the industry spent compara­ 
ble sums on modernization. But 
with profits now at a seven-year 
peak and production at record 
levels, steel mills are showing 
a new face. 
Fast-working oxygen furnaces 
are replacing conventional open 
hearths. There are computer- 
run 
mills 
and 
streamlined 
shapes for the thousands of 
products that contain steel. 
Critics of the industry say the 
modernization 
program 
was 
long overdue — that it should 
have been launched on a vast 
scale in the years after World 
War II. Partly because of great­ 
er efficiency, the steel indus­ 
try 's payroll costs per ton of 
steel 
shipped 
dropped from 
$65.50 in 1961 to $55.25 in the 


first six months of 196 5. 
Higher steel prices has been a 
touchy prospect for the industry 
since 1962 when the late Presi­ 
dent John F. Kennedy rolled 
back steel price boosts in a bit­ 
ter government-industry battle. 
The same year, the industry put 
out $911 
million for capital 
projects, increased it to $1.04 
billion in 1963, then to an esti­ 


mated $1.6 billion in 1964. 
Competition 
from 
foreign 
steel, which made inroads dur­ 
ing the industry's costly 116-day 
strike in 1959, also has speeded 
the 
industry's modernization 
pace. 
Some steel plant projects are 
enormous. 
Bethlehem 
Steel 
Corp. claims its $400-million 
steel-rolling mill at Burns Har­ 


bor, Ind., is the world's largest 
private construction project In 
progress. 
Steel making advances include 
continuous casting of molten 
steel into semifinished shapes, 
a European process that does 
away with some costly steps In 
the 
traditional 
steel making 
process. 
New rolling mills to form 
semifinished steel into finished 
shapes are being built — some 
equipped with computers to con­ 
trol the process.'Computers al­ 
ready are running two strip 
steel mills and a dozen more 
computer-controlled mills are 
being installed or built. 
Probably the biggest advance 
has been the installation of oxy­ 
gen furnaces, which melt raw 
steel faster and cheaper than 
the traditional open hearth fur­ 
naces. Steel producers already 
have put in 26 million tons of 
oxygen furnace capacity. 
What impact modernization 
will have on the number of 
workers employed by the steel 
mills is a question steel execu­ 
tives are hesitant to tackle. 
They say that because of the 
record demand for steel, the 
industry's 
payroll has been 
climbing. In July It stood at 
613,000 
workers, 
compared 
with 554,000 five years before.

Sperm counts can fall within 
a wide range and still be con­ 
sidered normal. Counts above 
60,000,000 per 
milliliter of 
semen are generally effective, 
but some specimens contain 
as many as 300,000,000 sper­ 
matozoa. 
As for motility, the minimum 
standard established by 
the 
American Society for the Study 
of Sterility calls for 60 to 70 
per cent of spermatozoa to be 
in this state a little more than 
two hours after the specimen 
has been ejaculated. 
Considerable success has been 
achieved in the correction of 
male infertility since the dis­ 
covery that a disproportionate 
number of spermatozoa 
are 
contained in one section of the 
ejaculate. 
With the “ spllt- 
ejaculate" technique, the first 
part of a husband's sperm is 
segregated and given to the 
wife as a concentrate via arti­ 
ficial insemination.

ROLE OF ANDROGEN

condom—anything to keep the 
sperm out of the female tract 
for a while to prevent the build­ 
up of immunity.

After two to six months, no 
sperm antibodies were bei g 
formed in the wives and some 
pregnancies followed. 
FEMALE INFERTILITY 
Much more is known of female 
infertility, if only 
because 
women have more readily sub­ 
mitted to examination, study and 
therapy. Their problems are 
divided into two categories: 
Primary infertility describes 
cases in which women have not 
been able to conceive after at 
least one year of effort. 
Secondary 
infertility 
de­ 
scribes cases in which women: 
1. Have had one child but are 
subsequently infertile. 
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2. Suffered repeated miscar­ 
riages. 
3. Repeatedly deliver so pre­ 
maturely that the infant cannot 
survive. 
4. Fail to conceive for no dis­ 
cernible reason; this group is 
referred to as the idiopathically 
infertile (unknown cause). 
Until recently, the prognosis 
was bleak for women who did 
not 
ovulate. 
Either 
their 
pituitaries were not secreting 
enough 
follicle - stimulating 
hormone to stimulate the pro­ 
duction of ova or the ovaries 
themselves were malfunction­ 
ing.

Sperm counts can fall within 
a wide range and still be con­ 
sidered normal.

matozoa. 
A s for motility, the minimum 
standard established by 
the 
Am erican Society for the Study 
of Sterility calls for 60 to 70 
per cent of spermatozoa to be 
in this state a little more than 
two hours after the specimen 
has been ejaculated. 
Considerable success has been 
achieved in the correction of 
male infertility since the dis­ 
covery that a disproportionate 
number of spermatozoa 
are 
contained in one section of the 
ejaculate. 
With the “ split- 
ejaculate” technique, the first 
part of a husband’s sperm is 
segregated and given to the 
wife as a concentrate via arti­ 
ficial insemination. 
Under study now, too, is a 
method of freezing 
several 
split - ejaculate specimens to 
build a larger concentrate. And 
in still another experimental ef­ 
fort, semen is centrifuged to 
concentrate the sperm. But here 
a method must be found to avoid 
injury to spermatozoa caused by 
the centrifuging itself.

Male infertility has also been 
attacked through the hormonal 
route. Although androgen, the 
male hormone, probably does 
not stimulate spermatogenesis

condom— anything to keep the 
sperm out of the female tract 
for a while to prevent the build­ 
up of immunity.

Secondary 
infertility

I. Have had one child but are 
subsequently infertile. 
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2. Suffered repeated m iscar­ 
riages. 
3. Repeatedly deliver so pre­ 
maturely that the infant cannot 
survive. 
4. Fail to conceive for no dis­ 
cernible reason; this group is 
referred to as the idiopathically 
infertile (unknown cause). 
Until recently, the prognosis 
was bleak for women who did

ovulate.

their 
pituitaries were not secreting

follicle - stimulating 
hormone to stimulate the pro­ 
duction of ova or the ovaries 
themselves were malfunction­ 
ing.

Expanded 


JEFFERSON CITY AP - The 
soybean cyst nematode qua ran* 
tine area will be expanded in 
southeastern Missouri, effec­ 
tive Monday, Agriculture Com­ 
missioner Dexter Davis said 
Tuesday. 
in the past 
the quarrantine 
legion has covered the counties 
of Dunklin, Mississippi, New 
Madrid and Pemiscot. The new 
area adds all of Scott and Stod­ 
dard counties and parts of Bol­ 
linger, Cape Girardeau and But­ 
ler counties. 
The parasite, which feeds on 
the roots of soybean plants, was 
first found to be infesting south­ 
eastern Missouri fields in 1958. 
Since then its depredation area 
has been slowly spreading. Da­ 
vis estim ated soybean loss last 
year from the nematode at $1 
million. 
Under quarantine regulations, 
any m aterials in transit which 
might be carrying infested soil 
would have to be fumigated or 
washed. 
The University of Missouri 
has developed a type of soybean 
that is resistant to the Mis­ 
souri varieties of the cyst nema­ 
tode. The seed will be avail­ 
able in limited quantities next 
year.

Bean Pest 
Quarantine 
Expanded 


JEFFERSON CITY AP — The 
soybean cyst nematode quaran­ 
tine area will be expanded in 
southeastern 
Missouri, effec­ 
tive Monday, Agriculture Com­ 
missioner Dexter Davis said 
Tuesday. 
in 
the past 
the quarantine 
itfgion has covered the counties 
of Dunklin, Mississippi, 
New 
Madrid and Pemiscot. The new 
area adds all of Scott and Stod­ 
dard counties and parts of Bol­ 
linger, Cape Girardeau and But­ 
ler counties. 
The parasite, which feeds on 
the roots of soybean plants, was 
first found to be infesting south­ 
eastern Missouri fields in 1958. 
Since then its depredation area 
has been slowly spreading. Da­ 
vis estimated soybean loss last 
year from the nematode at $1 
million. 
Under quarantine regulations, 
any materials in transit which 
might be carrying infested soil 
would have to be fumigated or 
washed. 
The University of Missouri 
has developed a type of soybean 
that is resistant to the Mis­ 
souri varieties of the cyst nema­ 
tode. The seed will be avail­ 
able in limited quantities next 
year.

Two Wars May 
Mark End Of Era

WASHINGTON (AP) — There 
are now two wars, which make 
these days look like the same 
Old bubbling and boiling the 
world has lived through fOr 20 
years, but future men may con­ 
sider them simply the end ofan 
era. 
The new era begins when Red 
China finally has a supply of 
nuclear bombs. It has had its 
test explosions and now can be 
considered to be in the process 
Of perfecting its weapons. 
The 20 years since World War 
Ilhave seen a greater transfor­ 
mation in the composition of the 
world than any sim ilar period in 
history. 
A multitude of new nations 
came into existence; colonial­ 
ism all but ended; the develop­ 
ment of nuclear weapons has 
made all previous weapons look 
I like matches; man has moved 
into space; Russian commu­ 
nism and the Western world 
went through breathless mo­ 
ments in tests of strength; and 
both 
sides 
became 
mature 
enough to forsake tensions, at 
least for a while. 
But 
the 
maturity 
was 
achieved through fear, not phi­ 
losophy, since both sides have 
weapons powerful enough to 
eliminate each other. Through 
their rival strengths they were 
compelled to respect each oth­ 
er’s power of destruction. 
In time a fully arm ed China 
might be expected to feel the 
sam e. But at best this can be 
only a hope and the indications 
from Red China now are the 
opposite. 
hi these past years, despite its 
huffings, puffings and machina­ 
tions, Red China, because ofits 
feeble and old-feshioned wea­ 
ponry, has had to stand pretty 
much on the sidelines, growl­ 
ing maledictions but afraid of a 
showdown in which it would be 
fatally outclassed by the infin­ 
itely superior power of the Unit­ 
ed States and the Soviet Union. 
The years since the Commu­ 
nists took over China in 1949 
have been the foundation years 
in which they had to move slow­ 
ly over a tortuous poverty road, 
organizing both government and 
industry, until at last they could 
emerge on that high plateau 
where they might hope to match 
their opponents. 
But, once they have their a r­ 
senal of nuclear destruction, 
they can abandon their studied 
role of the reluctant dragon and 
begin to move far more directly 
than they have ever dared so 
far. 
And when that time comes 
they wnr, no doubt, feel freer 
and safer to assert dominance 
over the rest of Asia as a start­ 
er toward the communizationof 
the world they only talk of now. 
When that time comes, and as 
they move, the United States, 
for one, will have to ask itself a 
question which was not a prob­ 
lem before: 
Is it work risking nuclear war ^ 
to save, say, a place like far-off 
Formosa which the Red Chinese 
have always claimed but so far 
feared to take? 
Troubled as these past 20 
years have been, they may look 
like 
a time of comparative 
peace when considered against 
the years ahead. If this sounds 
ominous, the Red Chinese them­ 
selves have given warning. 
E arlier this month one of 
their top officials, Marshal Lin 
Piao, 
the defense minister, 
spelled it out in a statement 
long enough to fill at least one 
whole newspaper page. All he 
said expressed hunger for war 
against the West.__________ 


He went beyond simply urging 
revolutions in Africa, Asia and 
Latin America, steadily creep­ 
ing up on the Western world to 
strangle it and always with en­ 
couragement and help from Red 
China.

Cleared Of All Charges 


CAIRO - - A statem ent which 
city officials said would clarify 
the agreement reached Satur­

with city firemen was 
adopted by the city council.

members will be selected by 
the council to investigate work­ 
ing conditions and make recom ­ 
mendations to improve the op­ 
eration and efficiency of the 
fire departm ent.”

It also states that Chief Bill 
’Brooks is cleared of all charges 
and no investigation of past 
charges is to be made by the 
liaison com m ittee. 
At the insistence of 
other 
•council m em bers, 
Commis­ 
sioner Herman H irsch agreed 
to insert a clause dism issing 
charges 
and 
suspensions 
against the firem en and resto r­ 
ing another who had walked off 


the job to duty. He had argued 
'that this was not part of the 
original agreem ent with fire­ 
men and that only Chief Brooks 
had authority to dism iss the 
charges. 
After a lengthy discussion of 
this item by all council mem­ 
bers, Hirsch held a consultation 
with Chief Brooks and 
then 
agreed to insert the condition 
into the statem ent. Brooks ex­ 
plained to the council his rea­ 
sons for keeping the suspen­ 
sions in effect, saying he had 
been threatened. 
Other conditions of the state­ 
ment are that the three mem­ 
bers of the liaison committee 
will be selected from a list of 
12 nam es submitted by firemen, 
but that selection is not lim ited 
to the original list of 12 per­ 
sons. Additional names would 
have to be considered if three 
persons cannot be agreed upon 
from the first list of 12. All 
recom m endations of the liaison 
com mittee will he subject to ap­ 
proval by the council. No action 


was taken toward selection of 
the com mittee. 
The council stipulated

New Cabinet 
Appointment 


Touchy One 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson, searching for the 
right man to head the new De­ 
partment of Housing and Urban 
Development, is in the usual 
predicament 
of appointment- 
m akers. He is bound to make 
somebody unhappy. 
Example: Friends of Robert 
C. Weaver say he will be most 
disappointed if he does not get 
the position. So will a number of 
Negro organizations. If Weaver 
is picked, other hopefuls will 
feel let down. 
Weaver, 57-year-old Negro, 
since 1961 has headed the Hous­ 
ing and Home Finance Agency, 
which will be absorbed in the 
new Cabinet department. 
In 1962, President John F. 
Kennedy announced he would 
appoint Weaver to the new job if 
Congress created it. Congress 
refused to do so at that tim e. Of 
course the Kennedy commit­ 
ment is not binding on Johnson. 
Weaver is a long-time housing 
specialist and author, among 
other publications, of "The Ne­ 
gro Ghetto." The U.S. Confer­ 
ence of Mayors would like to see 
Johnson choose someone with 
broader experience in handling, 
not only housing, but other ur­ 
ban problems. 
If Johnson does not name 
Weaver, he is expected to find 
another high position for him. 
This would tend to allay any 
resentment among Negro or­ 
ganizations.

Today's highlight in history: 
On this date in 1807, former 
Vice President Aaron Burr was 
acquitted of treason in Rich­ 
mond, Va. 
On this date 
In 1812, the Russians set fire 
to the city of Moscow during 
the Napoleonic invasion. 
In 1916, tanks were first used 
as weapons of War. 
In 1920, 38 persons were killed 
in a mysterious Wall Street ex­ 
plosion. 
In 1942, Americans were fight­ 
ing reinforced Japanese troops 
on Guadalcanal. 
In 1958, a Jersey Central Rail­ 
road train rammed through a 
raised bridge and two coaches 
plunged into Newark Bay, with 
48 killed and many injured. 
Ten years ago — Lagging en­ 
listments forced the Navy to re­ 
sort to the draft, for the first 
time since World War II.

Touchy One 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson, searching for the 
right man to head the new De­ 
partment of Housing and Urban 
Development, is in the usual 
predicament 
of appointment- 
makers. He is bound to make 
somebody unhappy. 
Example: Friends of Robert 
C. Weaver say he will be most 
disappointed if he does not get 
the position. So will a number of 
Negro organizations. If Weaver 
is picked, other hopefuls will 
feel let down. 
Weaver, 
57-year-old Negro, 
since 1961 has headed the Hous­ 
ing and Home Finance Agency, 
which will be absorbed in the 
new Cabinet department. 
In 1962, President John F . 
Kennedy announced he would 
appoint Weaver to the new job if 
Congress created it. Congress 
refused to do so at that time. Of 
course the Kennedy commit­ 
ment is not binding on Johnson. 
Weaver is a long-time housing 
specialist and author, among 
other publications, of "The Ne­ 
gro Ghetto." The U.S. Confer­ 
ence of Mayors would like to see 
Johnson choose someone with 
broader experience in handling, 
not only housing, but other ur­ 
ban problems. 
lf Johnson does not name 
Weaver, he is expected to find 
another high position for him. 
This would tend to allay any 
resentment among Negro or­ 
ganizations.
